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Lawsuit challenges wet-dry election results 


A lawsuit was tiled late Monday 
afternoon challenging the reported 
results of the recent wet-dry election 
in Elba, The suit, filed by Attorney 
Bill Stokes, charges malconduct, 
illegal votes, rejection of legal votes 
and intimidation of electors. 


The official vote canvas of the 
election as certified by the city 
council showed the voters preferred 


to remain without the legal sale of 


alcoholic beverages within the city 


limits of Elba. The vote was 608 NO 
to the legal sale, and 572 YES to the 


legal sale. 


Stokes filed the suit on behalf of 
Pete Daugherty, Pat Daugherty, 
Regina Rushing and Tonya 
Chandler. Defendants in the case 
are the City of Elba, Mayor Bob 


English, Council members John W 
Sharpless, Jack Prescott, Malcolm 
Davis, Frances Williams, Gladys 
Yelverton and City Clerk Dud 
English.

Gladys Yelverton said, 
‘We have a whole new contract now 
and I would like to be sure we are 
right.”’ 


A motion by Yelverton and 
seconded by Malcolm Davis was 
approved unanimously.

votes; d) Intimidation of electors or 
other malconduct calculated to 
prevent a fair, free and full exercise 
of the elective franchise."

Officials of the Dorsey Corpora- 
tion announced last week the 
company was pursuing the sale of 
Dorsey Trailers, Inc., and that the 
company was engaged in pre- 
liminary discussions with private 
investors regarding the terms of 
any such sale. 

John T. Pollock, chairman of the 
board and chief executive officer of 
the corporation, officially announced 
the sale talks on Thursday, Nov. 6, in 
a press release issued from corporate 
headquarters in Chattanooga, Tenn. 

In making the announcement, 
Pollock™stated that while the dis- 


cussions were underway with private 
investors, no sale agreement had 
been reached. 

Dorsey Trailers president George 
Collier, in a letter to all company 
employees, stated the proposed 
purchasers had stated plans to 
maintain Dorsey Trailers as a 
“viable cargo trailer manufacturer 
and to strengthen Dorsey's position 
in the marketplace.’’ 


Collier also noted the investors 
had indicated that present manage- 


ment and operations would continue 
in place at the Elba plant. ;

Crittenden takes office as first 


black member of commission 


The Coffee Commission met in 
regular session on Monday, Noy. 10 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
took on a new look as newly-elected 
commissioner Damascus Crittenden 
joined the group after being sworn in 
by Probate Judge Marion Brunson. 

The swearing-in ceremonies took 
place prior to the meeting as 
Crittenden, flanked by family and 
friends, took the oath of office and 
then took his place with the 
commission as its first black 
member. 

Judge Brunson explained after 
the swearing-in that he would 
remain as chairman of the 
commission until the new 
commission takes office in 1989, but 
that with the addition of Crittenden 
to the commission he would no 
longer have a vote. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes, the first order of business 
was to open bids on fencing material 
to be used by the engineering 
department to replace fences 
damaged by county work crews. 
Farmers Mutual Exchange received 


the contract with a low bid of 
$3,649.80, while the other bidder 
was Coffee County Farmers Co-op 
with a bid of $3,908.58. 

Ronnie Kelley, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion, spoke on behalf of the 
association and asked the 
commission to impose the tobacco 
tax as approved by the people at the 
recent election, Kelley reported the 
association would employ a certified 
public accountant to keep the 
group’s records and disburse the tax 
money, and added that the associa- 
tion would present an annual report 
to the commission on how the funds 
were used, 

The commission voted to seek 
implementation of the tax as soon as 
possible and instructed the county 
attorney to prepare the necessary 
paperwork, 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***was told it was illegal to grant a 
sales tax exemption to contractors 
that had projects underway at the 
time of the adoption of the new 


countywide 1-cent sales tax; 

***held a public hearing on the 
application of a Community Block 
Grant for a total of $500,000 to be 
used to expand and connect rural 
water lines; ‘ 
***approved a change in the opera- 
tion of the landfill to keep the landfill 
open from 7 a.m, until 4:30 p.m, 
during weekdays and to close it on 
weekends; 

***was told the four new motor 
graders would arrive this week to 
replace the defective ones purchased 
previously; 

***commended the county engineer 
for staying within his budget for the 
past year and having funds 
remaining; 

***appointed Mrs. Leland Weeks to 
fill the unexpired term of Myrna 
Rhoades on the Coffee County 
Human Resource Board; 

***and heard Comm. Sid Averett 
state that when the county began 
receiving its share of the sales tax he 
would make a motion to earmark a 
portion of the funds to go to the 
county health department .

BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Question: 


How often should the church 
partake of communion? 


by BOB PRICHARD 


Paul tells us that on the night He was betrayed, Jesus took bread, 
‘and when he had given thanks, he brake it and said, Take, eat: this is 
my body, which is broken for you: this do in remembrance of me. After 
the same manner also he took the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my blood: this do ye in remembrance 


of me. 


or as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show 


the Lord's death till he come’’ (I Cor. 11:24-26). Jesus instituted this 
supper to be done in remembrance of Him. Paul said, ‘‘as often’’ as 
Christians partake of the memorial supper, they ‘‘shows the Lord's 
death till he come.’ The church should partake of the Lord's Supper, 
but how often? Is the frequency of partaking of the communion, or 
Lord's ouppes entirely a matter of opinion? 


It wou 


be strange if the Lord instituted a memorial, and gave no 


guidance as to how often it should be done. Very explicit instructions 
were given to the Jews as to when to observe the Passover, Pentecost, 
and other memorial periods. The New Testament is clear that the earl 

church assembled each first day of the week for worship. I Cor. 14:23 
speaks of the whole church ‘'come together in one place,’’ and Heb. 
10;25 warns against Ponders | the assembling of ourselves together."’ 


The first day of the week wast 
and partake of the Lord's Supper. 


Luke tells us Paul came to Troas, ‘‘And upon 


e time for the early church to assemble, 


the first day of the 


week, when the disciples came together to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them, ready to depart on the morrow"’ (Acts 20:7). Paul tarried for 
seven days so that he could worship with the church at Troas. Luke 
says that it was the first day of the week, ‘‘when the disciples came 
together to break bread."’ Their ctated purpose in coming together 
was to ‘break bread,’ meaning ‘‘partake of the Lord's Supper."’ The 
writings of Pliny, Justin Martyr, and Tertullian, early Christians, show 
that the universal practice of the early church was to meet each first 
day of the week to partake of the Lord's Supper. 

But was it every first day? When God told the Jews to ‘‘Remember 
the sabbath day, to keep it holy’’ (Ex. 20:8), they understood that it 
was every sabbath day that was intended, even though God did not 
specifically say ‘‘Remember every sabbath day."’ When Paul wrote, 
“Upon the first day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him’’ (1 Cor. 16:2), didn’t he mean that each 


first day of the week was the day for Christians to

of the week, the day the Lord was resurrected, and the day the chi 
was established, is the day Christians are to observe the Lord's 


Supper.

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Good Eating

Cotton ceased to be King a long time 
ago as the boll weevil forced diver- 
sification of crops on the farmers. The 
major crop that took its place in Coffee 
County was peanuts. 


The story is well known about H.M. 
Sessions bringing in peanuts from the 
central Atlantic states and en- 
couraging C.W. Baston to plant them 
with a guarantee of $1 per bushel 
Baston paid off his outstanding debt to 
the bank and had money left. All the 
peanuts from that initial crop were 
used as seed peanuts for the county the 
following year...and prosperity retur- 
ned to this part of Alabama. 


Today, peanuts remain as the top 
row crop in Coffee County. Some 800 
farmers are harvesting 26,000 acres of 
‘penders’ this year. The average yield 
is expected to be about 2,500 pounds per 
acre. This is down from last year but 
with drought conditions prevailing, it is 
considered an outstanding production. 
The county income from peanuts is 
expected to be about $20 million at 
years end,

In addition to the farmers who 
produce peanuts, the industry provides 
jobs to well over 100 people. Two of the 
larger purchasers of peanuts are An- 
derson Peanut Mill and Sessions Com- 
pany. Anderson took over the Warren 
operation a few years ago and has 
developed the business in Coffee Coun- 
ty in addition to its operation in 
Covington County and to the west. 
Sessions Company buys all over Coffee 
County and to the east 


Anderson deals mostly in raw 
peanuts and their byproducts while the 
Sessions commitment is more diver- 
sified. In addition to the raw peanuts, 
Sessions handles peanut meal, peanut 
oil (cooking oil), and crude peanut oil 
(for all types of commercial uses, in- 
cluding use in paints and industrial 
chemicals). There is also the shells left 
from the shelling operation, These are 
sold for numerous purposes, such as 
poultry litter, cattle feed, and for use 
on gardens. ‘ 


Coffee County peanut products are 
sold all over the world. Sessions peanut 
butter is marketed primarily in the 


southeastern United States. Raw 
peanuts are sold throughout the U.S., 
France, Canada, Japan, and other 
foreign markets. 

This year alone, Coffee County far- 
mers will be receiving some $20 million 
for their crop. And while Sessions will 
not be buying the total Coffee County 
crop, they will be buying ap- 
proximately $20 million in peanuts to 
provide their mills with enough 
peanuts to provide for their operating 
capacity 

From the variety of products that 
can be created from the lowly peanut, 
from the food value that can be ob- 
tained by eating the little ‘goobers’, 
from the convenience of using peanut 
oil in your cooking, it will be a hard 
proposition to find a better or a more 
versatile agricultural product...or a 
more satisfying one to the palate. 

The next time you eat a bag of 
peanuts...or a slice of bread layered 
with peanut butter...or some peanut 
brittle, just know that you are eating 
some of the most nutritious food in this 
world. Much of the food comes from 
here - Coffee County, Alabama.

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The Elba Tigers avenged an early 
season 14-0 loss to Luverne Friday 
night as they posted a heart-stopping 
7-3 win over Luverne in the opening 
round of the Class 3A state football 
playoffs. 

The win, Elba’s sixth straight, 
upped the Tigers’ record to 7-4, 
while the loss left Luverne with a 
final record of 6-5. 

Elba received the opening kick 
and moved to a pair of first downs 
behind the running of fullback 
Richard McKinnon, only to see a 
penalty slow the march at midfield 
and force a punt. Luverne punted 
back to the Tigers after a short 
drive, but got the ball right back 
when Theron Owens recovered an 
Elba fumble at the Elba 27-yardline.

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Gamecocks Nip Goodwater 27-24

The visiting Goodwater Yellow, 
Jackets took advantage of two New 
Brockton fumbles to build an 18-13 
halftime lead only to see the 
Gamecocks rally in the fourth 
quarter and hang on to pull off a 
squeaker last Friday night.
